Originating the “Let Free- 
dom Ring” program were Eric Sloane, artist, and Eric Hatch, author, 
of Connecticut. Resolutions were adopted in the U.S. Senate and the 
House of Representatives supporting annual observance of bell ringing 
on July 4. 

Spirit and appropriateness of such an occasion were expressed by 
John Adams, a delegate to the Continental Congress, when, after adop- 
tion of the Declaration of Independence, he said, “I am apt to believe 
that it will be celebrated by succeeding generations as the great anni- 
versary festival. It ought to be commemorated as the day of deliver- 
ance by solemn acts of devotion to God Almighty. It ought to be sol- 
emnized with pomp and parade, with shows, games, sports, guns, bells, 
bonfires, and illuminations from one end of this country to the other, 
from this time forward, forevermore.”’ 

So be it. Let the Freedom Bells ring in Porterville July 4.

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THE ELEPHANT IS IN TROUBLE 


The Republican elephant appears to be running in circles 
these days, looking for a "mainstream" of Republicanism, a main- 
stream that seems to have many channels and eddies, depending 
on who you are and what you think. 


Search for this mainstream has, for the past several months, 
been left almost entirely to Nelson Rockefeller and Barry Gold- 
water, but now that Goldwater, by hard work, looks like he has 
more than enough delegates sewed up to get the Republican 
nomination for president at the national convention in San Fran- 
cisco, a fact that would lead one to believe that maybe Gold- 
water is riding that mainstream, there are those in the party who 
say the Goldwater mainstream really isn't the mainstream at all, 
and something should be done — quick. 

Something like nominating William Scranton, governor of 
Pennsylvania, as the Republican candidate for president, and 
there ars some powerful Pe people working for this — now. 
(Where were they before now?) 

But Goldwater is not without power himself, and at the mo- 
ment it appears that the "stop Goldwater” move is coming too 

late with too little. 

Of course, this remains to be seen, and whatever happens 
at San Francisco, the old elephant may be in for rough treat- 
ment. 

If the party dumps Goldwater, that mainstream may get 
pretty roily; if Goldwater gets the nomination, ditto. 

But it is our opinion that when a man earns the strength 
that Goldwater has earned, he must have friends and supporters 
some place along the line. It is our further opinion that to dump 
him now will be to kick the old elephant right in the slats. If 
this is done there will be a great and disastrous splash in the 
mainstream that the Republicans talk about but don't seem to 
identify too clearly. 

The tactical error made by those now opposing Goldwater 
is that they did not start working against him when his support- 
ers started working for him; that they did not put their man 
Scranton, or someone else, into the party race when it became 
evident that Rockefeller was something less than the Republican 
people's choice; that they did not make the issues prior to the 
primaries and the state conventions rather than now. 

Rockefeller did make the issues pretty much as the stop 
Goldwater people are now making them. But Goldwater beat 
Rockefeller badly when you count the Republican delegates 
pledged to Goldwater. 

So where is this Republican mainstream? oe 

It would appear that now Goldwater is in it. Where it will 
be after the San Francisco convention is another question. And 
the real danger to the Republican party is that the old elephant 
has never been prone to forgive and forget, and that mainstream 
may well become two mainstreams, a situation the Republicans 
cannot afford.
